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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language . 

Claims 14-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
clearly anticipated by Kelly et al . , USPN 6,293,865. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 04-04-2005 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Although the Examiner changed the grounds for rejection of 
the claims, the Examiner is unconvinced with respect to the 
Applicant's remarks regarding the former rejection. In order to 
avoid the Applicant having to respond to multiple rejections of 
these very broad claims, which would be an undue burden 
thereupon, the Examiner has given the best rejection possible 
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under the present art of record and will respond to the 
Applicant's remark in seriatim in order to demonstrate why the 
remarks are unconvincing. 

In response to the Applicant's presentation of alleging 
what Walker discloses and then in the next paragraph alleging 
what Moody discloses and then in the next paragraph alleging 
that what Moody7 discloses cannot be combined with Walker 
because the two references are opined to be different, this is 
piecemeal analysis of the references. In response to 
Applicant's piecemeal arguments against the references 
individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 
USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986) . 

In response to the Applicant's allegations that the prior

art fails to disclose, teach or suggest the enumerated 
limitations copied and pasted into the remarks, respectfully, as 
an example, Walker discloses, teaches or suggests as such: pay a 
fee, play a game and get a prize meet the limitations of the 
pool, (prize) , based on location, is where the equipment is 
located, because the Applicant fails to further define a 
location. 
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In response to the contentions against Moody, Moody is .not 
being utilized for the particulars Applicant is arguing and thus 
these allegations are not persuasive.
